For various reasons the Police 
Board did not increase the 
women's force regularly during 
the past 13 years.

She is in charge of the entire 
women’s police force and will 
be responsible for the training 
of the new students. 


According to Miss Takamatsu 
there are many duties which 
can be performed by women. 
Explaining the duties entrusted 
to women she says that female 
patrols in uniform must be 
familiar with the public. They 
are detailed to different police 
stations and visit railway 
stations and amusement centers 
to protect lost children, care for 
those who have become suddenly 
sick and give guidance to 
juvenile delinquent suspects and 
young boys and girls who have 
run away from home. 

Particularly during the spring 
and summer months many 
country lads and lasses who 
come to Tokyo in search of 
“dreams” must be protected 
from temptations, Such young 
sters are usually sheltered at 
the police station and sent 
home. ‘ 

Another important duty is to 
take care of female suspects 
who are detained at the police. 
About half of the women’s force 
are engaged in this tough and 
thankless job. 

“Newspapers and magazines 
often write about the achieve- 
ments of policewomen who have 
detected pickpockets and shop- 
lifters,” says Miss Takamatsu. 
She adds that one policewomen 
attached to the criminal affairs 
section has received 70 super- 
intendent general’s awards dur- 
ing her six-year service. 

“A few policewomen first rode 
on the railway carriages exclu- 
sively for women and children 
to protect them from pickpock- 
ets,” Miss Takamatsu explains 
saying, that their achievements 
were so outstanding in this field 
that more women are now detail- 
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ed to fashion shows and depart- 
ment stores where special sales 
are on. “They must be alert 
and quick,” notes Miss Taka- 
matsu. 

Those who are serving in 
the traffics general affairs sec- 
tion visit elementary schools 
taking with them picture story 
shows to children. They also 
attend children’s parties and 
ask them to be very careful 
when out on the street.

Amory headed a 17-man British delegation to talks between 


the seven nations opening in the Swedish capital Monday, 


Textiles May

Reports from London said Mac- 
millan told Kishi that one must 
remain firm in one’s position in 
dealing with the Soviet Union, 
that it is hard to negotiate with 
Communist China and so forth. 

Although the significance of 
the Macmillan utterances was 
not clear from the fragmentary 
reports, Prime Minister Kishi 
seemed to have felt that Mac- 
millan was optimistic about the 
summit talks and that Mac- 
millan approved of the Japa- 
nese policy toward Red China. 

On Thursday, Kishi arrived 
in Wahn airport near Bonn, 
where Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer and Deputy Chancellor 
Ludwig Erhard were on hand 
meet him.

After friendly talks with the 
two German leaders and also 
with President Theodor Heuss, 
Kishi announced Friday that 
Chancellor Adenaugr had accept- 
ed his invitation to visit Japan. 

Kishi also said he received 
warm encouragement from 
Erhard on Japan’s role in eco- 
nomic cooperation with South- 
east Asia. 

After this brief visit to Bonn, 
he proceeded to Vienna Friday 
evening. He is scheduled to fly 
tomorrow from Rome to Paris, 
his last stop in Europe.
